ed by his local board and "did not 
think they really meant it, anyway."

Calling party can hear the ringing in his re- 
ceiver as a sort of jiumming sound. Hence it 
is not necessary for operator to say, 'Til ring 
again" or "They don't answer." If calling 
party doesn't hear the ringing and will call to 
operator's attention she will change the con- 
nection. Some of the delicately adjusted 
equipment may get out of order. 
To recall the operajor do not shake the re- 
ceiver book repeatedly. If moved up and down 
once signal lamps in front of operator will 
keep on flashing until she answers. Should 
receiver hook be moved up and down acciden- 
tally while talking operator will get the flash- 
ing signal and will answer.
